And Bell h inted stro ngly th at 
h e did no t th ink mu ch o f th e 
$72 millio n’s ch ances o f su r­ 
v iv ing th e widespread and in-j 
tense demands fo r bu dget cu ts 
by th e state’s tax pay ers. “ Six ty i 


per cent o f th e state’s bu dget 
go es fo r edu catio n and wel­ 
fare,” Bell said, “and th at is 
wh ere any cu ts will pro bably 
be m ade.” 
He co nclu ded th at abo u t all a 
lo cal bo ard co u ld do is tigh ten 
its belt and wait fo r federal 
rev enu e 
sh aring,

wh ich h e felt was rath er fo r­ 
lo rn. He po inted o u t th at Co n­ 
gress is do minated by co mmit­ 
tee ch airmen fro m th e So u th 
and West wh o ro se to po wer 
th ro u gh th e senio rity sy stem.

Harp said. “Th e h ead o f th e

Wh at we need is h o nesty in o u r

Th en, directly attacking th e 
co llege’s president. Dr. Jo h n J. 
Neu maier, Harp ch arged, “Th e 
president o f th e State Univ er­ 
sity at New Paltz pro claims 
th e acco mplish ments wh ile th e 
institu tio n reeks with dru gs, en­ 
co u rages pilfering and is in tu r­ 
mo il with in its facu lty with th e 
antics o f th e “pinks” and th e 
“pu nks” u po n th e facu lty .

Ev ery o ne, including edito rial writers, y apped so lo ng 
and so well abo ut the perennial deficits o f the U.S. Po st 
Office Department that the go v ernment finally did so me­ 
thing abo ut it. 
The po litically independent, co rpo ratio n-ty pe U.S. 
Po stal Serv ice o fficially takes o v er deliv ery o f the mail 
in a few mo nths. 
Already it has reco mmended to the Po stal Rate Co m­ 
missio n. ano ther new bo dy , that rates fo r first-class mail 
be raised fro m six to eight cents, air mail fro m 1 0 to 11 
cents and po st cards fro m fiv e to sev en cents. Po stage 
fo r newspapers and magazines wo uld also go up. and 
bulk mail (o r “ junk mail,” if y o u will) wo uld be so cked 
fo r substantial amo unts. 
Only parcel po st rates wo uld no t be changed—no t 
right no w—since these were raised last No v ember. 
Ev en if the co mmissio n were to deny requests, which 
it wo n’t, the Po stal Serv ice has the autho rity to bo o st 
rates up to o ne-third o v er present lev els. 
What giv es pause is the fact that the new rates will 
no t do any thing to impro v e efficiency . They are catch-up 
increases, designed to put the sy stem o n a self-suppo rting 
basis. 
Inv estment in new equipment and pro cessing 
metho ds will co me later. 
It is a go o d questio n whether the public, especially 
that part o f it to who m pennies are v ery impo rtant, 
will be better o ff no w that it will hav e to pay fo r po stal 
serv ice directly o ut o f its po cket rather than indirectly 
thro ugh subsidies fro m general tax rev enues. 
Businesses which use the mails heav ily will, in mo st 
cases, pass o n the added co sts to their custo mers. 
But we asked fo r refo rm, and we’re go ing to get it.

Claims that y o uth is taking o v er the co untry by sheer 
fo rce o f numbers do n’t bear up under the statistics. 
True eno ugh, the latest census fo und that the median 
age o f Americans dro pped fro m 29.6 in 1 960 to 27 .6 in 
1 97 0, largely as the result o f the co ntinuing effects o f the 
po st-Wo rld War II baby bo o m. 
(The median is a statistical div iding line. 
Ex actly 
half the po pulatio n is o lder than 27 .6 y ears; half the 
po pulatio n is y o unger.) 
There hav e been o ther dips thro ugho ut the co untry ’s 
histo ry , but generally the trend has definitely been to ­ 
ward a higher and higher median age. 
In 1 8 20, fo r ex ample, when the birth rate was far 
higher than life ex pectancy was far lo wer than it is to ­ 
day , the median age was 1 6.7 y ears. 
In 1 8 7 0 the median was up to 20.1 , and in 1 920 it 
was 25.3 . 
As the baby bo o m passes, the median again will start 
upward, reaching an estimated 3 0 y ears by the 1 98 0s. 
A sharp decrease in the birth rate, co upled with break­ 
thro ughs in ex tending life span, co uld bo o st it ev en higher.
